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FOREWARD 


Among  the  facilities  maintained  by  the  U.S.  Navy  for  medical  research, 
the  Naval  Medical  Research  Institute  (NMRI)  is  one  of  the  most  extensive. 

It  serves  as  a source  of  information  to  the  Navy  on  many  phases  of  biology 
and  medicine  as  applied  to  naval  service  conditions.  However,  the  work 
done  at  NMRI  is  not  limited  to  projects  having  immediate  application  to 
naval  operations:  it  is  also  firmly  rooted  in  general  basic  science.
